Studinform  -  Over  500  people  crammed  ihe  hall  of  rhe  Ukrainian  Cutlural  Centre  in 
Toronto  at  a  $75  dollar  a  plate  dinner  for  Vyacheslav  Chornovil,  President  of  Rukh  and 
member  of  Ukrainian  Parliament. 

The  Sunday,  March  7  venue  was  organized  by  rhe  Toronto  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Friends 
of  Rukh  in  order  to  provide  Chornovil  with  an  opportunity  to  address  "the  latest  issues  facing 
the  Rukh  organization  in  Ukraine  today."  "It  was  a  big  success,"  said  Lesia  Shymko,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Toronto  Rukh  branch,  "especially  the  question  and  answer  period." 

Chornovil  took  the  opportunity  to  field  questions  concerning  the  issue  of  Rukh's  status  as  an 
organization  in  Ukraine.  Chornovil  expaincd  that  Rukh's  agenda  has  always  had  political 
content.  Ukraine's  new  laws  concerning  organizations,  however,  are  forcing  Rukh  to  become 
either  a  community  organization  or  a  political  party.  Rukh's  constitution  has  no  reference  to 
Rukh  as  being  a  political  parry.  Chornovil  cited  what  he  called  "pressure  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice"  as  rhe  source  of  the  misunderstandings.  Sources  say  that  Kravchuk  is  trying 
to  force  Rukh  into  confrontation  by  forcing  them  to  become  an  official,  registered  political 
party.  "There  is  no  intention  for  Rukh  to  become  a  political  party,"  Shymko  told  Studenetz. 

Chornovil 's  keynote  speech  of  the  evening  gave  a  brief  history  of  Rukh's  5  year  existence  in

Studinform  -  A  spokesman  for  the  Ukraini- 
an Embassy  in  Canada  said  that  Ukraine's 
dtawn  out  deliberation  over  the  ratification 
of  the  START  1  Treaty  is  justifiable,  given 
the  length  of  time  it  took  US  and  Soviet 
officials  to  draw  up  the  document. 

The  text  was  presented  to  the  Parliament 
of  Ukraine  a  month  and  a  half  ago,"  said 
Andriy  Vcsselovsky,  Minister  Counsellor  in 
political  matters  at  the  Ukrainian  Embassy 

n  Canada,  "and  it  will  take  some  time 
before  it  is  ratified.  It  took  the  US  and 
USSR  nine  years  to  agree  on  it  -  it  is  not  a 
simple  document." 

Vesselovsky  said  that  the  START  1  Treaty 
has  been  tied  up  in  Parliamentary  Commis- 
sions up  till  now,  but  he  expects  that  Parlia- 
mentary "deliberaiions  will  start  soon." 


"It  will  take  some  time,  but  not  years, 
maybe  just  a  few  weeks,"  Vesselovsky  said. 
"It  depends  largely  on  the  situation  and 
Ukraine  and  the  position  of  bordering  coun- 
tries with  nuclear  capacity,"  Vesselovsky  told 
a  press  conference  held  in  Toronto  on 
Thursday,  March  4. 

He  said  that  Western  countries  have  not 
taken  a  definitive  stand  vis-a-vis  Ukraine's 
nuclear  arsenal  because  they  are  waiting  for 
the  new  administration  in  the  White  House 
to  formulate  their  policy.  That  will  likely 
become  evident  after  the  Clinton-Yeltsin 
summit  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Vancouver 
April  3  and  4. 

"Guarantees  have  been  promised  by  various 
countries,  but  the  form  those  guarantees  will

CYBERSUSK 

THE  FORTIETH  CONGRESS 

Studinform  -  40  years  ago,  when  SUSK  was  formed  in  1953,  the  students  who  filled  its 
ranks  had  just  lived  through  the  Second  World  War.  40  years  later,  in  1993,  the  20  students 
who  barely  filled  a  classroom  at  a  SUSK  Congress  in  Winnipeg,  can  say  that  their  parents  sur- 
vived the  60's.  (But,  today  we  have  computers,  modems,  mo'  money  and  rime  to  kill!) 

The  Congress  happened  in  St.  Andrew's  College  at  the  University  of  Manitoba  in  a  class- 
room funded  by  a  couple  of  first-wave,  Ukrainian  Othrodox  "-evychi"  on  February  20-21, 
1993.  Twenty  "students"  (for  some  weren't)  from  Edmonton,  Saskatoon,  Winnipeg  and 
Toronto  sat  across  from  each  other,  most  of  them  meeting  for  the  first  time,  and  asked  them- 
selves "What's  wrong?"  In 
the  end  the  Easterners 
rewrote  the  Constitution 
and  the  Westernets  took  the 
Executive.  All  positions, 
except  that  of  Eastern  Vice- 
President,  which  one  would 
expect  should  be  filled  by  an 
Easterner,  are  held  firmly  in 
the  clutches  of  the  West. 
Three  positions:  Fundraiser, 
Secretary,  and  Director  of 
External  Affairs,  all  remain 
to  be  filled.

It  was  actually  difficult  to 
convince  people  to  take 
positions  on  the  Executive 
A  criticism  can  be  levied 
against  the  Easterners,  who  cried  rhe  loudest  and  complained  the  most,  changed  things 
around,  but  did  not  take  on  any  responsibility.

"Lead,  Follow  or 
Get  Out  of  the  Way!" 

How  and  why  the  Civil  Liberties  Commission  became 
the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Civil  Liberties  Association

The  Civil  Liberties  Commission  (CLC)  was  brought  into  being  by  the  Ukrainian -Canadian 
community  in  February  1985.  Chaired  by  Toronto  lawyer  John  B.  Gregorovich,  the  CLC 
faced  the  urgent  task  of  coping  with  rhe  miasma  generated  by  false  media  reports  which  sug- 
gested that  thousands  of  Ukrainian  and  other  Eastern  European  war  criminals  were  hiding 
out  in  Canada,  escaping  justice  for  crimes  committed  during  the  Second.  World  War.  Most 
of  those  stories  were  prompted  by  Sol  Littman,  the  Canadian  representative  of  a  Los  Angeles 
organization  known  as  the  Simon  "Wiesenthal  Center.  Although  Littman  would  eventually  be 
chastised  publicly  by  Mr.  Justice  Jules  Deschcnes  for  grossly  exaggerating  matrers,  the  Cana- 
dian government,  largely  in  response  to  Jewish-Canadian  pressure,  established  a  Commission 
of  Inquiry  on  War  Criminals.  From  early  1985  until  the  appearance  of  its  final  public  report 
in  early  1987,  the  Deschenes  Commission  reviewed  dozens  of  allegations  about  alleged  war 
criminals  said  to  be  hiding  in  Canada.  The  vast  majority  were  dismissed  as  unsubstantiated. 
During  that  two  year  period,  and  since,  the  CLC  monitored  government  activities  related  to 
war  crimes,  responded  to  media  reports  about  this  issue  and  lobbied  the  government  and 
Members  of  Parliament  to  ensure  that  the  basic  principals  of  our  community  put  forward 
wirh  respect  to  how  any  war  criminals  found  in  Canada  should  be  dealt  with  were  accepted 
and  acted  upon.  Very  early  in  1985  rhe  CLC  made  the  Ukrainian-Canadian  community's 
position  clear.  While  supporting  the  need  for  an  investigation  into  whether  any  war  criminals 
were  actually  living  in  Canada,  and  the  need  fot  prosecuting  any  who  might  be  found  here, 
the  CLC  consistently  emphasized  that  any  war  criminals  found  in  Canada  should  be  brought 
to  justice,  regardless  of  their  ethic,  reli- 
gious of  racial  origin,  the  period  or  place 
where  they  committed  crimes  against 
humanity  or  war  crimes,  and  that  justice 
be  done  in  Canada  under  Canadian 
criminal  law.  Our  community,  in  co- 
operation with  Baltic  Canadians  and 
others,  organized  into  a  loose  coalition 
known  as  Canadians  for  Justice,  never 
abandoned  these  just  and  reasonable 
principles.  Eventually  of  course,  it  was 
exactly  this  "made  in  Canada"  solution 

which  was  adopted  by  the  government  and  accepted,  ac  least  temporarily,  by  all  parties  to  the 
dispute,  including  the  leading  Jewish-Canadian  organizations.  Unfortunately,  the  latter,  who 
never  distanced  themselves  seriously  from  the  often  inflammatory  statements  made  by 
Lirrman  and  his  associates,  remained  deeply  wedded  to  the  idea  of  dealing  with  alleged  war 
criminals  by  making  use  of  civil  proceedings,  where  the  rules  of  evidence  are  less  stringent,  in 
other  words  utilizing  a  "denaturalization  and  deportation"  method  for  riding  Canada  of 
alleged  war  criminals.  The  Ukrainian- Canadian  community  and  others  concerned  with  civil 
liberties,  being  understandably  suspicious  of  Soviet  evidence,  mindful  of  the  grave  injustices 
that  have  been  perpetrated  against  individuals  accused  of  war  crimes  when  they  have  been 
sent  to  third  countries  like  Israel  (e.g.  John  Demjanjuk),  or  deponed  to  face  summary  execu- 
tion in  states  like  the  former  Soviet  Union,  have  remained  opposed  to  this  method  for  dealing 
with  any  war  crimes  problem  Canada  might  have.  Also  unconscionable  was  the  fact  that  the 
federal  war  crimes  unit  proceeded  to  investigate  only  war  crimes  that  had  been  committed  in 
eastern  Europe,  apparently  with  no  intention  or  mandate  to  take  action  against  war  criminals 
in  Canada  who  were  members  of  the  genocidal  Khmer  Rouge  movement  in  the  "killing 
fields"  of  Cambodia  or,  more  recently,  others  who  had  been  involved  in  mass  murder  in 
Somalia.  Canada's  Ukrainians  believed,  and  continue  to  believe,  thai  selective  justice  is  no 
justice  at  all.  And,  mindful  of  the  grave  damage  done  to  the  good  name  of  all  Ukrainians  by 
rhe  disinformation  campaign  of  the  mid-late  1980s,  the  small  band  of  volunteers  and  profes- 
sionals who  have  constituted  the  CLC  almost  from  its  inception  to  the  ptesent,  have  continue 
to  closely  monitor  and  react  to  media  reports  and  government  actions  having  to  do  with 
bringing  war  criminals  to  justice. 

Of  course,  that  original  campaign  was  fuelled  partially  by  the  Soviets  and  partially  by  fellow 
travellers  here  in  the  West.  Although  the  former  have  now  disappeared,  the  latter  are  still 
very  much  in  evidence,  as  recent  stories  in  both  The  Globe  and  Mail  and  The  Toronto  Star 
should  remind  us.  And  certain  Jewish -Canadian  circles  continue  to  press  the  government  to 
retreat  from  the  acceptable  (if  rime  consuming,  costly  and  complex)  "made  in  Canada"  solu- 
tion to  the  quick-fix  "denaturalize  and  deport"  option.  Although  it  is  not  known  much  Jew- 
ish-Canadian organizations  raised  as  a  war  chest  for  pressuring  the  government  of  Canada  to

"TIME'V 
PROVOCATION 

Studinform  -  As  should  have  been  expected,  Ukraine-bashing  is  now  in  vogue.  DJs  at 
CFNY  laugh  at  the  Ukrainian  woman  who  hid  under  her  bed  for  45  years  in  fear  of  Soviet 
authoroties.  Ukraine's  diplomats  are  being  dismissed  as  second-class  wearing  embroidered 
shirts  The  University  of  Toronto  did  not  bother  sending  even  a  janitor  to  greet  Ambassador 
Lukianenko  at  the  closing  ceremonies  of  Ukrainian  Week  at  U  of  T. 

Bur  TIME  Magazine  gets  the  pig's  foot  this  month.  Instead  of  trying  to  describe  the 
offence,  Smdenetz  has  reprinted  here  below  the  piece  in  question.  It's  on  page  22  of  the 
February  22,  1993  issue  of  TIME  magazine. 
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Traditions  of  atrocity:  A  Jewish  girl  raped  by 
Ukrainians  in  Lvov,  Poland,  in  1945 
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Everybody  and  their  grandmother  apparently  wrote  letters  to  the  editor  in  this  matter, 
including  the  Ukrainian  Embassy  in  Canada.  Watch  for  future  issues  of  TIME  which  may 
include  some  of  these  letters. 

Here's  the  text  of  the  letter  Studenetz  wrote  Time  Magazine: 

"Sir/Madame, 

Rape  in  times  of  war  or  peace  is  the  most  emotionally  scorching  of  all  crimes.  And  it  is  ludi- 
crous to  believe  that  rape  committed  during  war  is  either  more  or  less  damaging  to  the  victim 
than  a  rape  committed  during  peacetime. 

The  picture  on  page  28  "Traditions  of  atrocity:  A  Jewish  girl  raped  by  Ukraininas  in  Lvov, 
Poland,  in  1945"  is  misleading  when  compared  with  the  subject  matter  of  Lance  Morrow's 
article  "Unspeakable."  Nowhere  else  arc  Ukrainians  mentioned  in  the  article,  yet  this  graphic 
picture  seems  to  indicate  that  Ukrainian  men  had  nothing  better  to  do  in  Lvov,  in  1945,  then 
go  around  and  do  what  you  suggest  was  "a  tradition":  the  rape  of  Jewish  girls.  If  you  had 
printed  a  picture  of  a  Ukrainian  girl  that  was  raped  by  Jewish  men,  what  kind  of  reaction 
would  you  expect  from  your  readers  of  Jewish  descent? 

This  picture  is  a  gratuitous  slap  in  the  face  to  both  Ukrainians  and  Jews.  Its  sole  intent  is  to 
inflame  Ukrainians  against  Jews,  and  Jews  against  Ukrainians.  The  subject  matter  of  the  arti- 
cle is  diminished  in  my  eyes  when  I  see  it  subordinated  to  a  completely  unrelated  political 
agenda."

According  to  MCI  Telecommunications, 
Ukraine  does  not  exist.  Calls  to  Ukraine  via 
MCI  are  billed  as  calls  to  "RUSSIA".  While 
before  independence  in  1991  all  carriers  used 
to  bill  calls  to  Ukraine  as  "USSR,"  following 
the  break  up  of  the  USSR  MCI  chose  to  re- 
designate all  calls  as  "RUSSIA".  Other  com- 
panies such  as  AT&T  chose  to  make  the 
direct  transition  to  individual  country 
names.  MCI  operators  usually  can't  even 
provide  customers  with  Ukraine's  interna- 
tional country  dialing  code  since  Ukraine  is 
listed  under  the  heading  "Russia"  on  their 
computer  screens  (even  though  the  tiniest 
island  countries  are  listed  separately!). 
Despite  numerous  attempts  to  receive  a 
definitive  answer  from  MCI  (they  were  at 


first  contacted  in  April  1992),  they  have  yet 
to  explain  their  biased  policy  towards 
Ukraine  and  other  non-Russian  former 
republics  of  the  USSR.

UKRAINE  OPPOSES  "SPECIAL  POWERS  " 


The  following  is  a  Satement  from  the  Foreign 
Minstry  of  Ukraine  issued  by  the  Press  Service 
of  the  Ukrainian  Embassy  in  Canada  on 
March  1, 1993. 

As  it  has  become  widely  known,  speaking 
before  a  February  28th  gathering  of  the 

Civic  Union',  Russian  President  Boris 
Yeltsin  stated  that  "the  moment  has  come 
when  responsible  international  organizations, 
including  the  United  Nations,  should  grant 
Russia  special  powers  as  a  guarantor  of  peace 
and  stability  in  the  region  of  the  former 
Soviet  Union." 

The  Foreign  Ministry  of  Ukraine  declares 
that  no  one  in  Ukraine  authorized  the  Presi- 
dent of  Russia  to  approach  the  United 
Nations  with  such  an  appeal.  The  realization 
of  such  an  idea  on  a  practical  level  would  sig- 
nify the  flagrant  violation  of  all  existing 
international  judicial  norms,  including  the 


principles  of  the  United  Nations  Charter  and 
the  main  documents  of  the  CSCE.  The 
desire  by  Russia  to  unilaterally  assume  the 
role  of  'guarantor  of  peace  and  security  in 
the  region  of  the  former  Soviet  Union'  car- 
ries in  itself  the  unconcealed  threat  of  creat- 
ing such  a  situation,  that  one  of  the  member- 
states  of  the  CIS  would  be  bestowed  with 
'policing'  functions.  This  would  inevitably 
lead  to  domination,  the  interference  in  the 
internal  affairs  and  consequently,  would 
threaten  the  soveteignty  and  territorial 
integrity  of  Ukraine. 

Ukraine  will  never  agree  with  such  claims. 
In  response  to  this  situation,  the  Foreign 
Ministry  of  Ukraine  has  approached  the  Sec- 
retary general  of  the  United  Nations  with  a 
statement  of  its  position.  (March  1 ,  1 993).

It  Truly  disheartened  me  to  read  as  shallow  an  article  as  the  one  entided  "Can  a  Whole  Country  Get  an 
Enema?"  written  by  Myron  Haluk  in  the  December  1992  -  January  1993  issue  of " Studenetz." 

It  seems  that  this  Haluk  character  can  only  criticize  Ukraine,  instead  of  putting  forward  propositions  to 
fix  Ukraine's  critical  situation.

lthough  global  political  issues  are  difficult  to  associate  with,  they  are  gravely 
important  to  understand.   Why?   Well,  inevitably  we  are  all  affected  by  the 
.international  relations  we  have  with  othet  nations.   The  American  response  to  the 
changes  in  world  affairs  during  the  beginning  of  the  20th  century  is  a  good  example  of  how 
inaction  can  lead  to  disaster. 

The  beginning  of  the  20th  century  witnessed  unprecedented  geo-political  changes  that 
transformed  the  shape  of  the  world.  According  to  Paul  Kennedy,  author  of  The  rise  and  fall 
of  the  Great  Powers,  the  most  striking  change  in  europe,  measured  in  territorial-judicial  terms, 
was  the  emergence  of  a  cluster  of  nation-states- Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  Austria,  Hungary, 
Yugoslavia,  Finland,  Estonia,  Latvia,  and  Lithuania-in  place  of  lands  which  were  formally 
part  of  the  Austro-Hungarian,  Ottoman  and  Czarist  Russian  Empires.  In  a  concerted  effort 
to  stabilize  an  unpredictable  changing  international  environment,  President  Woodrow 
Wilson,  formulated  his  famous  14  point  plan  to  deal  with  the  emerging  world  order.  Two 
very  important  points  in  this  plan  were  the  right  of  all  nations  to  self  determination  and  the 
establishment  of  a  League  of  Nations  as  an  international  fotum  for  conflict  resolution. 
Although  America  was  the  most  powerful  nation  in  the  world  then,  its  leaders  retreated  from 
the  centre  of  the  diplomatic  stage.  The  U.S.  Senate  failed  ro  pass  Wilson's  plan.  Ultimately, 
the  failure  of  the  United  States  to  assume  a  leadership  position  in  internadonal  affairs  led  to 
an  uncontrolled  environment  where  one  dispute  caused  a  cascade  effect  that  led  to 
international  war.  What  does  this  have  to  do  with  1993? 

Well,  the  end  of  the  20th  century  is  witnessing  a  radical  transformation  of  geopolitical 
changes  that  leave  international  relations  in  a  state  of  flux.  The  collapse  of  the  Soviet  Union's 
eastern  bloc,  the  demise  of  the  Warsaw  pact  military  alliance  and  the  fall  of  the  Berlin  Wall 
have  shaken  the  foundation  of  international  telations  and  destroyed  the  status  quo  that 
emerged  after  WWII.  The  dismemberment  of  the  Soviet  Union  in  1991  blatantly  parallels 
the  fall  of  the  Empires  during  the  beginning  of  the  20th  century.  In  its  place,  1 5  new  narions 
ate  striving  to  secure  themselves  a  political  and  economic  future  within  a  new  international 
order.  According  to  Ian  Brzezinski,  "Europe's  future  stability  and  prosperity  will  depend  on 
how  Western  Europe's  grown-up  democracies  treat  the  foundling-states  appearing"  where 
the  Soviet  Empire  once  stood.  One  of  the  new  foundling  states  that  the  American 
government  should  be  working  with  is  Ukraine. 

On  august  24th,  1991,  Ukraine  proclaimed  its  independence  from  the  Soviet  Union 
following  the  aborted  coup  in  Moscow.  During  a  nation  wide  referendum  on  December  1, 
1991,  87%  of  the  people  voted  in  favor  of  independence  and  no  longer  wanted  to  be 
associated  with  Russia  in  any  form  of  political  federation.  "Ukraine's  independence  catalyzed 
the  collapse  of  the  European  continents  last  multinational  empire,  the  Soviet  union,  and 
eliminated  the  final  vestiges  of  Europe's  cold  war  state  system."  Ukraine  is  a  country 
territorially  slightly  larger  than  France  and  has  a  population  of  52  million.  More 
importantly,  as  a  result  of  the  dismemberment  of  the  Soviet  Union,  Ukraine  became  the 
world's  3rd  largest  nuclear  power. 

In  the  interest  of  peace  and  stability,  Ukraine  has  officially  declared  its  intent  to  become  a 
non-nuclear  state.  In  exchange  for  this  historic  unprecedented  unilateral  renunciation  of 
nuclear  weapons,  Ukraine  is  asking  for  security  guarantees  from  the  United  States 
guaranteeing  its  political  integrity. 
Why  should  the  united  states  sign  a  security  guarantee  with  Ukraine  ? 
First  of  all,  the  problem  arises  between  Russia  and  the  united  States.  The  former  Soviet 
Union  signed  the  Strategic  Arms  Reduction  Treaty  (START  I)  in  1 99 1  before  the  coup  with 
the  United  States.  Howcvet,  Russia  will  not  adhete  to  the  treaty  and  begin  to  disarm  until 
Ukraine  also  ratifies  the  treaty  and  confirms  its  intent  to  be  nuclear  free  by  signing  the 
Nuclear  Non-Proliferation  Treaty.  On  November  16,1992,  the  President  of  Ukraine, 
Leonid  Kravchuk.reiterated  Ukraine's  intention  to  become  completely  nuclear-free. 
However,  the  government  of  Ukraine  will  not  ratify  the  START  I  Treaty  until  it  receives  a 
security  guarantee  from  the  United  States.  Recently,  numerous  threats  have  been  made  on 
Ukraine's  territorial  integrity  by  influential  Russian  leaders  like  Vice-President  Aleksander 
Rutskoi,  Speaker  of  the  Russian  Parliament  Ruslan  Khasbulatov  and  prominent  industrialist 
Arkady  Volsky.  A  security  arrangement  between  the  United  States  and  Ukraine  will  alleviate 
the  fears  expressed  by  Ukraine. 

Secondly,  many  political  scientists  believe  that  a  consolidated  Ukraine  will  assist  Russia 
establish  political  links  with  the  west.  This  will  help  Russia  to  redefine  its  national  identity, 
and  "shed  its  imperial  ambitions  and  its  historic  sense  of  isolation  and  insecurity."  In  this 
respect,  a  security  arrangement  between  the  United  States  and  Ukraine  will  allow  Ukraine  to 
be  the  key  to  Russia's  Europeanizarion.  In  other  words,  the  United  States  has  nothing  to  lose 
from  signing  a  security  guarantee  with  Ukraine.  Indeed,  as  history  has  shown  (as  was  the  case 
during  the  beginning  of  the  20th  century)  diplomatic  inaction  by  the  United  States  may 
result  in  an  international  crisis.  It  is  in  our  personal  interest  that  the  United  States 
government  sign  a  security  guarantee  with  Ukraine  to  avoid  the  perils  of  history. 

In  the  February  issue  of  Studenerz,  we  presented  two  editorial  opinions  about  Ukraine's 
insistence  for  security  guarantees  from  the  United  States  before  it  ratifies  the  START  I 
Treaty.  The  mainstream  media  relentlessly  slander  Ukraine  and  present  Ukraine  as  another 
enemy  of  the  United  States  and  the  West.  In  defense  of  Ukraine's  interest,  Studenetz 
proposes  that  all  readers  sign  and  send  in  the  letter  that  appears  on  the  back  of  this  issue  of 
the  paper  to  their  respective  Senators.  It  is  high  time  that  wc  adopt  a  pro-active  response  to 
attacks  on  Ukraine. 
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he  Illusion  is  almost 
complete."  These  words  were 
poken  by  a  very  influential 
figure  inside  the  Ukrainian  mafia.  The 
message  it  conveys  is  frightening  and 
warrants  immediate  action. 

During  October  1992,  four  of  the 
wealthiest  families  in  the  world  met  in  a 
secret  village  deep  within  the  dark  forests  of 
Hungary.

A  hefty  man  with  wide  shoulders  and  a 
scruffy  voice  chaired  the  meeting.  He  was 
affectionately  referred  to  as  "Lenny".  His 
introductory  remarks  highlighted  recent 
political  events  and  congratulated  everyone 
on  their  cunning  performances.  "Ignorance 
is  truly  bliss"  he  said.  "Just  look  at  the  fools 
in  the  West  and  in  your  hoi 
countries  who  enjoy  what 
they  think  is  earned 
freedom.  Their 
indulgence  inebriates 
their  senses.  As  long  as 
they  remain  comfortably 
numb,  the  Illusion  .will 
prevail  and  we  will  be 
successful."  "Let  them  wave 
their  flags  and  emblems"  he 
continued  energetically.  "It 
does  not  matter  what  flag  we 
work  behind.  Our  allegiance  is  to 
Him  and  Him  alone."  H> 
reminded  everyone,  "We  have  hidden 
behind  a  plethora  of  flags  and  colors  before. 
Our  transformations  in  the  past  have  always 
reinvigorated  our  organization.  This  latest 
development  is  not  any  different."  He 
emphatically  declared,  "The  Star  has  fallen!" 

The  rhythmic  applause  sent  my  thoughts 
drifting.  I  had  no  idea  what  he  was  alluding 
to,  but  I  understood  that  this  gathering  was 
designed  to  do  more  than  just  amalgamate 
resources  between  a  couple  of  mafioso 
families.  I  thought  that  this  might  be  an 
invisible  cult  in  our  midst  whose  goal  was 
greater  than  monopolizing  The  first  thing  I 
planned  to  do  when  I  got  home  was  to 
research  all  materials  on  secret  societies  and 
conspiracies.  What  was  happening  today  in 
Hungary  could  answer  a  lot  of  questions. 

"Lenny"  briefly  recalled  the  other  great 
gatherings...  "In  1654,  1776,  1905,  1918, 
1938,  and  finally  1 945  our  founding  fathers 
left  an  invisible  legacy  for  us  to  continue.". 
The  relevancy  of  these,  dates  slapped  my 
senses  the  way  many  women  have  in  the 
past.  I  thought  it  impossible  that  these 
people  could  have  been  responsible  for 
various  geopolitical  events  throughout 
history.  If  they  were,  the  consequences  of 
this  latest  gathering  sent  painful  chills  of 
awareness  down  my  spine.

were  introduced,  Lenny  read  the  list  of 
activities  for  the  next  two  days. 

Shortly  thereafter,  the  Ukrainian 
delegation  met  with  their  Italian 
counterparts  to  benignly  talk  about  business.

But,  I  think 
everyone  will  agree  with  me  that  it  was  the 
Italians  who  wrote  the  book  on  making  a 
mess."  At  first  I  thought  that  a  comment 
like  that  could  get  someone  shot.

I  have 
just  finished  reading  Journey  into  Madness  written  by  Gordon 
Thomas,  where  Thomas  describes  and  names  modern  day 
medicine-men  who  use  their  talent  to  heal  for  criminal  purposes, 
namely,  torture  and  mind-conrrol  experimentation  on  unsuspecting 
Canadians,  many  of  whom  were  of  East  European  descent  - 
Ukrainian. 

Journey  into  Madness -\s  about  innocent  and  unwitting  people  who 
have  been  drugged  involuntarily  into  submission  -  to  be  made  more 
malleable  for  interrogation  or  simple  experimentation.  (  This  is  a  must 
read  for  my  billiards  partner,  Sviatopolk.) 

Thomas  takes  us  from  an  isolation  chamber  in  West  Beirut  run  by  Dr. 
al-Abub,  to  an  isolation  chamber  in  Montreal,  Canada,  where  CIA- 
funded  Dr.  Ewan  Cameron  takes  ordinary  Canadian  citizens  hospitalized 
for  mental  illness  and  subjects  them  to  monstrous  experiments  in  brain- 
washing and  radical  surgery. 

Journey  into  Madness  is  a  detailed  investigation  into  the  dark  alliance  of 
drugs  and  espionage,  and  the  mad  search  for  the  Manchurian  Candidate,  a 
programmed  assassin. 

How  can  the  very  drugs  Dr.  Cameron  used  on  his  patients  and  the  very 
drugs  Dr.  al-Abub  used  as  a  weapon  to  stop  the  enemy  from  destroying  West 
Beirut  become  the  very  drugs  our  present  generation  is  selling  to  unwitting 
teenagers  and  immature  adults,  who  are  neither  caught  in  a  terrorist's  war  or  a 
mad  doctor's  search  and  research  into  controlling  the  mind  of  a  human  being? 
These  drugs  arc  the  cause  of  our  present  day  artificial  famine,  placed  in  the 
hands  of  ignorant  and  lost  pushers  and  users.

Hooded  and  drugged  into  submission,  is  another  hostage  found  at  the  mercy  of  Dr.  al-

purpose,  in  the  name  of  his  country.  He  is  one  with  the  hostage. 

In  subtle  and  graphic  ways,  both  boob  unmask  and  reflect  how  I  too  delude  myself.

Whether  you  are  at  the  mercy  of  Dr.  al-Abub  or  Dr.  Frankenstein,  or  under  the 
influence  of  drugs  and  alcohol,  you  are  powerless  and  the  state  you  are  in  is  involuntary.  To 
quit  and  to  fight  the  temptation  is  voluntary,  It  is  a  matter  of  confronting  and  dealing  with 
your  problem  and  reality  situation. 
Psychology,  psychiatry  and  espionage  mix  into  a  strange  twist  of  horrors,  where  the  numb 
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fingers  of  Dr.  Cameron  manipulate  the 
human  brain.   Secretly  trying  to  unlock 
secrets,  governments  conspire  to  sanction 
experimenting  on  new  and  old  Canadians 
whom    society    cannot  accommodate. 
Apparently,  the  Canadian  Government  denied 
any  knowledge  of  what  the  CIA  was  up  to. 
Suddenly,  you  are  a  patient  at  Allen  Memorial 
Institute,  in  Montreal,  over-looking  the  St. 
Lawrence  River,  under  the  trusted  guidance  of 
Dr.  Cameron's  expertise,  and  now  addicted  to  his 
most  needed  treatments:  the  daily  dosage  of 
strokes,  recognition  and  shock  therapy.  The 
institute  is  appropriately  named  a  memorial,  for 
your  memory  doesn't  last.

There  seems  to  be  a  majority  that  hasn't  grown  up  yet,  or  been  able  to  throw  away  the 
toys.  There  is  a  need  to  rc-cxperience  the  blissful  experiences  of  childhood.  Docs  this  make 
hobbyists  who  play  with  ttains  or  collect  cards  more  vulnerable  to  the  addiction  of  drugs?  To 
the  Artificial  Famine?

Give  Weimar  Russia 
our  Uke  Nukes?

The  recent  Western  condemnation  of  Ukraine  for  refusing  to  transfer  its  remaining  nuclear 
missiles  to  Russia  well  illustrates  the  prevailing  intellectual  bankruptcy  which  so  characterizes 
US,  Canadian,  and  Western  European  foreign  policy.  Just  as  during  the  Cold  War,  the  coun- 
tries of  the  West  continue  to  follow  a  global  policy  of  reaction  rather  than  action.  US  foreign 
policy  increasingly  takes  on  the  look  of  a  bungle  of  short-term  improvisations  aimed  at 
endearing  public  opinion  to  the  administration.  Long-term,  strategic  considerations  are 
nowhere  to  be  found. 

Perhaps  the  main  reason  Mikhail  Gorbachev  embarked  upon  glasnost  and  perestroika  was 
that  he  took  a  good  look  around  him  and  realized  that  the  Soviet  Union  was  no  first  class 
state,  but  just  Upper  Volga  with  nuclear  missiles.  Seven  years  later,  Russia  is  still  an  econom- 
ic corpse.  Yet  because  of  its  nuclear  capacity,  Russia  also  remains  a  corpse  that  can  carry  the 
rest  of  the  world  with  it  to  the  grave.  All  that  is  required  is  a  new  Russian  Napoleon,  hellbent 
on  reclaiming  the  former  red  empire. 

This  is  not  a  difficult  task.  Russian  history,  more  than  any  other  country's,  is  full  of  mad- 
men and  idiots  who  wished  for  dearest  mother  Russia  to  continue  pursuing  the  nihilistic  lega- 
cy she  inherited  from  Genghis  Khan.  In  1993,  we  have  Vladimir  Zhirinovsky,  who  won 
approximately  10%  of  the  national  vote  in  the  last  Russian  presidential  election,  literally  pro- 
claiming himself  to  be  God  and  promising  to  radioactivate  the  Baltic  states  with  Russian 
nuclear  power  plants.  How's  that  as  a  party  platform  for  a  kinder,  gentler  Russia? 

Then  there  are  rhe  ominous  signs  from  the  Russian  administration  itself.  Reform-minded 
Deputy  Prime  Minister  Yegor  Gaidar  is  sacked  and 
replaced  with  an  old  school  apparatchik,  Mr.  Cher- 
nomydrin,  intent  on  reversing  much  of  the  move 
towards  capitalism.  Chernomydrin  seems  to  believe 
that  he  can  discover  some  kind  of  half-way  house 
between  communism  and  capitalism:  a  "planned  mar- 
ket" or  "market  socialism."  The  man  is  crazy.  As 
nobel-prize  winning  economist  Friedrich  Hayek  stated 
back  in  1944:  "Both  competition  and  central  planning 
are  alternative  principles  used  to  solve  the  same  prob- 
lem, and  a  mixture  of  the  two  means  that  neither  will 
really  work  and  that  the  result  will  be  worse  than  if 

either  system  had  been  consistently  relied  upon."  To  use  an  analogy,  it's  like  having  a  cousin 
come  over  from  England  and  you  try  to  teach  her  to  drive  on  the  right  side  of  the  road 
instead  of  on  the  left  by  having  her  drive  down  the  middle  of  the  road,  so  that  she  doesn't 
undergo  a  drastic  change  but  rather  has  a  gradual  change.  The  oncoming  traffic  will  kill  you! 
Yet,  Russia  seems  intent  on  crossing  the  bottomless  abyss  which  separates  it  from  a  free  mar- 
ket by  faking  two  steps. 

Elsewhere,  reform-minded  foreign  minister  Andrei  Kozyrev's  position  seems  increasingly 
threatened  by  quasi-fascist  imperialists  like  Vice-President  Alexander  Rutskoi  and  Ruslan 
Khasbulatov.  General  Boris  Gromov  -  former  commander  of  the  Red  Army  in  the  Afghan 
war,  ruthless  mutilator  of  children,  killer  of  thousands  -  remains  firmly  entrenched  as  Russia's 
Deputy  Defence  Minister.  This  is  the  man  whom  Gorbachev  sent  into  Afghanistan  because 
the  other  Soviet  commanders  weren't  ruthless  enough  to  win  the  war.  You  might  recall  Gro- 
mov as  being  responsible  for  supplying  Afghan  children  with  the  wonderful  explosives  dis- 
guised as  dolls...  _ 

Calls  for  protecting  Serbia  from  "Western  aggression"  are  already  echoing  throughout  Rus- 
sia. Elsewhere,  some  Russian  soldiers  independently  decide  to  go  to  Iraq  to  protect  its  former 
ally  from  American  aggression,  while  some  are  already  fighting  alongside  the  Serbs.  Don't 
Russians  have  anything  better  to  do  than  to  keep  on  playing  the  role  of  world  parasite? 

And  what  or  the  Russian  democrats  whom  we  are  supposed  to  support  at  this  historic  time? 
Sometimes  their  position  seems  little  different  from  that  of  Russia's  diehard  imperialists. 
Nowhere  is  this  more  evident  than  in  a  recent  article  by  Sergei  Stankevich  entitled  "Russia  in 
Search  of  Itself."  It  was  published  last  year  in  Moscow's  Nezavisimayu  Gazera,  intended  for 
domestic  consumption,  but  was  reprinted  in  the  scholarly  American  journal  The  National 
Interest.  Stankevich  is  a  member  of  Yeltsin's  cabinet,  and  is  thought  by  many  as  embodying 
all  that  is  good  in  Russian  democracy.  He  disavows  pragmatism  as  being  the  guiding  light  for 
Russia's  foreign  policy  and  instead  argues  that  mother  Russia  should  continue  pursuing  her 
"historical  mission"  as  being  a  light  unto  all  nations: 

"A  policy  that  is  built  on  interests  alone  is  highly  vulnerable,  and  in  Russia,  in  my  view,  it 
would  simply  be  disastrous.  Aside  from  interests,  a  mission.. .is  needed.  It  is  said  that  prag- 
matism should  be  the  leading  principle  of  our  foreign  policy.  Pragmatism  not  balanced  wirh 
healthy  idealism,  would  with  us  most  likely  degenerate  into  extremes  and  cynicism.  Russia's 
mission  in  the  world  is  to  initiate  and  support  a  multilateral  dialogue  of  cultures,  civilizations, 
and  states.  Russia  the  conciliator,  Russia  connecting,  Russia  combining." 

What!?  What!!!?????  The  only  connecting  and  combining  Russia  has  done  in  all  its  history 
has  been  military  conquest  and  annexation.  A  country  whose  leaders  have  been  responsible 
for  the  greatest  slaughterhouse  in  history  leaving  tens  of  millions  dead  and  many  millions

This  was  my  initial  meeting  with  Mary, 
exchanging  doodles  and  ideas  in  a  bazaar 
beneath  the  domes  of  a  chutch.  But  what 
dtew  me  to  her  was  not  her  talent  at  doo- 
dling, but  her  talent  as  a  graphic  artist  -  her 
merchandise  on  the  table.  What  caught  my 
eyes  before  ever  laying  my  hands  on  her  - 
paper  to  draw  on,  wete  her  burtons,  greeting 
cards  and  prints . 

Her  burtons  ate  one  inch,  by  one  inch,  by 
one  inch  -  a  round  circle  with  a  Ukrainian 
beaver.  Mary  knows  that  some  beavers  can 
be  sick,  grimace  in  pain,  and  fail  to  build  a 
dam,  but  she  depicts  her  beaver  as  a  success- 
ful heroic  kozak  dam  builder. 

Mary  does  not  ascribe  to  negatives.  She 
prefers  to  exude  the  illusion  of  happiness 
and  health  through  her  buttons. 

I  regard  Mary's  fundamental  guiding  ori- 
entation to  be  as  sentimental,  and  her  cards 
to  a  tribute  to  the  Ukrainian  sentiment. 
Her  concepts,  brought  to  a  perceptual  level 
of  this  son,  are  simple  and  familiar  -  glam- 
our girl  and/or  boy  in  traditional  Ukrainian 
costume. 

This  is  what  counts  in  Mary  Karpinec's  life

Give  Weimar  Russia 
more  nukes? 
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more  spiritually  decimated  is  hardly  the 
country  that  should  become  the  connector 
and  harmonizer  of  the  world's  countries.  As 
Bruce  Porter  points  out  in  a  brilliant  rebuttal 
to  Stankevich,  if  Russia  is  a  state  in  search  of 
itself,  then  the  search  should  begin  at  home, 
not  abroad.  Stankevich's  argument  that 
Russian  can  only  find  its  true  identity  in  a 
global  mission  is  only  a  prescription  for 
Russian  messianism.  Mission  or  messianism, 
it's  the  same  thing.  If  Russia  wants  to  find 
its  identity,  I  suggest  it  should  start  by  look- 
ing at  its  limitless  killing  fields.  The  whole 
damn  problem  with  Russia  has  been  that  it 
has  always  sought  to  focus  attention  on  its 
foreign  policy  or  foreign  threats  so  as  to 
ignore  the  reality  of  the  dismal  situation  at 
home.  Stankevich's  grandiose  national  mis- 
sion is  nothing  other  than  a  facade  for  the 
inferiority  complex  that  lies  at  the  core  of  the 
Russian  psyche. 

Stankevich's  belief  that  the  pursuit  of  prag- 
matic  goals  will  only  degenerate  into  extreme 
cynicism  and  that  Russia  needs  idealistic 
goals  is  ludicrous.  Throughout  history  it  has 
been  Russia's  idealism  which  has  degenerat- 
ed into  extremism.  Socialism's  brotherhood 
of  workers  quickly  turned  into  a  brother- 
hood of  crooks  and  tyrants.  No  thanks,  Dr. 
Stankevich,  the  world  does  not  require 
Russia's  diagnosis.  Physician,  heal  thyself 
first. 

It  is  ironic  that  Stankevich's  article  begins 
with  an  argument  for  Russia  as  conciliator, 
yet  it  ends  with  an  emotional  condemnation 
of  Russia's  "paranoid  and  vengeful  national- 
ist neighbours"  and  an  argument  for  a  mote 
assertive  Russia  that  will  protect  ethnic 
Russians  outside  of  its  borders.  Indeed, 
Yeltsin  is  currently  asking  that  Russia  be 
granted  the  power  to  "quell"  ethnic  disputes 
on  all  territories  of  the  former  Soviet  Union. 

Having  regards  to  how  unstable  the  politi- 
cal situation  is  in  present-day  Russia  and  all 
the  call  for  coup,  it  is  bitterly  ironic  that  the 
world  should  be  uniformly  condemning  and 
threatening  Ukraine  with  sanctions  for  it 
keeping  its  nukes  for  self-defence  against  its 
threatening  an  xenophobic  neighbour.  OK

It's  good  to  see  that  Ukrainians  from 
Ukraine  haven 't  forgotten  how  to  bicker  ami 
squabble  amongst  themselves.  Check  this  out: 
In  December  1992,  Levko  Lukianenko, 
President  of  the  Ukrainian  Republican  Party 
ran  for  the  position  of  President  of  Ukraine 
against,  among  others,  Vyacheslav  Chornovil 
of  Rukh.  Nietber  one  of  them  won  because 
the  people  put  their  faith  in  the  little  boy  from 
Rivne  who  said  he  could,  Leonid  Kravclmk. 

More  than  a  year  later,  in  March,  1993, 
Levko  Lukianenko  speaks  as  the  Ambassador 
of  Ukraine  (Ha  Excellency,  Plenipotentiary, 
et  cetera,  ad  nauseam)  at  the  dosing  cere- 
monies of  Ukrainian  Week  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.  (Organized  Ьу  Students,  but 
attended  by  die  usual  crowd forty  and  fifty 
somethings,  community  leaden.)  Two  days 
later,  Chornovil,  President  of  Rukh,  member 
of  Ukrainian  Parliament  addresses  a  75  dol- 
lar-a-pldte  dinner  in  the  very  same  city. 
Lukianenko  writes  a  letter  to  the  Prez  of  the 
Friends  of  Rttkh  -  Toronto  Branch,  Borys 
Wrziesnemky,  in  which  he  wishes  him  by  t/ie 
wayside,  all  the  best  during  the  dinner  date 
with  his  good friend  Vyachek. 

WJiUe  on  his  cross-Canada  tour,  Chornovil 
went  to  Ottawa  to  rub  elbows  with  various 
federal  government  officials,  and  be  officially 
introduced  to  the  Parliament  of  Canada  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  House,  But  no  meeting 
with  the  Ambassador  of  Ukraine,  in  the 
House  that  Erast  built,  was  scheduled. 
Chornovil  did  meet,  however,  tvith  the  Polish 
Ambassador. 

So  while  die  hoipoloi  are  expected  to  defend 
Ukraine's  good  name  on  every  step  along  tl/e 
way  of  no  end,  Же  big  guns  are  indulging  in 
petty  politics.  TJu  big  gum  are  using  "official 
Ukrainioan government'' fax  machines  to  fur- 
ther the  ends  of  die  party  they  used  to  preside 
over,  or  travelling  to  Canada  to  collect  dineros 
when  tlity  should  be  in  Donbass  quelling  the 
rage  of  t>.o.  -ed  miners. 

I  think  I'll  follow  Kravchuk's  example  and 
make  like  I'm  trying  to  please  everyone. 
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creatc  a  commission  of  inquiry,  with  a  mandate 
focused  only  on  eastern  Europe  after  the  break 
down  of  the  Soviet-Nazi  pact  in  June  1941,  it  is 
well  worth  remembering  that  we  were  forced  to 
raise  just  over  $1  million  dollars  to  meet  legal  and 
educational  expenses  incurred  during  the  period  of 
the  Deschenes  Commission.  With  that  fund  the 
CLC  retained  the  legal  services  of  Mr.  Justice  John 
Sopinka,  now  a  member  of  the  Supteme  Court  of 
Canada,  and  managed  to  publish  a  numbet  of 
booklets  articulating  the  Ukrainian-Canadian 
community's  positions  theteby  allowing  the  Cana- 
dian public  to  review  the  issues  fairly,  without  ref- 
erence to  sometimes  biased  media  coverage.  For 
example,  Nikolai  Tolstoy's  satirical  Trial  and 
Error:  Canada's  Commission  of  Inquiry  on  War 
Criminals  and  the  Soviets,  John  Sopinka 's  bilingual 
(English/French)  submission  to  the  government 
on  the  legal  remedies  for  dealing  with  war  crimi- 
nals in  Canada  and  On  The  Record:  The  Debate 
About  Alleged  War  Criminals  in  Canada  were  all 
circulated  widely  and  Deposited  in  libraries 
around  the  world.  Other  educational  measutes, 
like  full-page  notices  in  the  national  edition  of  The 
Globe  and  Mail  and  in  L  'Actualite  made  it  abso- 
lutely clear  that  the  Ukrainian- Canadian  commu- 
nity, and  our  friends  in  othet  Eastern  European 
communities,  would  not  stand  idly  by  and  suffet 
group  defamation  or  hate  mongering  directed 
against  them  of  theit  nation's  historic  and  contem- 
porary independence  movements. 

More  recently,  the  CLC  published  another  book- 
let in  four  languages  (English/  Ukrainian/  Rus- 
sian/ French)  entitled  War  Crimes:  A  Submission. 
It  was  formally  presented  to  his  Excellency  the 
Ambassador  of  Ukraine  to  Canada,  Lev  Lukia- 
nenko,  in  the  summer  of  1992  and  has  since  been 
distributed  throughout  Ukraine  and  globally. 
That  booklet  recommends  that  the  government  of 
Ukraine  establish  a  formal  commission  of  inquiry 
to  locate  and  prosecute  any  wat  criminals  found  in 
Ukraine  who  committed  crimes  against  humanity 
or  war  crimes  during  the  twentieth  century, 
regardless  of  theit  ethnic,  religious  or  racial  origin 
of  political  affiliation.  Although  rhe  govetnment 
of  Ukraine  has  yet  to  respond,  the  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  community's  hope  is  that  in  Ukraine,  at 
least,  Soviet  wat  criminals  and  those  responsible 
for  genocidal  acts  like  the  Great  Famine  will  final- 
ly be  brought  to  justice.  Perhaps  action  by  Kiev 
aimed  at  bringing  any  and  all  war  criminals  found 
in  Ukraine  to  justice  will  help  convince  Ottawa 
that  our  country  should  also  make  a  sincere 
attempt  to  locate  and  prosecute  Soviet  war  crimi- 
nals and  others  like  the  Khmer  Rouge  killers  who 
today  ai£  hiding  in  Canada.  Oddly,  the  govern- 
ment of  Canada  seems  concerned  only  with  Nazi 
wat  crimes,  as  of  one  group  of  victims  were  some- 
how more  worthy  of  remembrance  than  others. 
Justice,  I  repeat,  can  never  be  selective. 

But  the  CLC  has  not  only  been  involved  with 
the  war  crimes  issue.  Since  its  inception  the  CLC 
executive  has  helped  dozens  of  Ukrainian  Canadi- 
ans deal  with  a  variety  of  legal  and  personal  prob- 
lems involving  civil  liberties,  immigtarion  issues 
and  human  rights.  Most  of  these  cases  are  private 
and  so  are  never  reported,  even  within  the  com- 
munity's newspapers.  More  importantly  perhaps, 
the  CLC  has  also  been  the  only  organization  with- 
in the  Ukrainian-Canadian  community  to  sudsi- 
dize  reseatch  and  publish  materials  on  issues  like 
the  First  Wotld  War  internment  operations.  In 
1988  the  booklet  A  Time  For  Atonement:  National 
Internment  Operations  and  the  Ukrainian  Canadi- 
ans 1914-1920  helped  launch  our  community's 
campaign  for  acknowledgement  and  redress. 
Since  then  thousands  of  postcatds,  coupled  with 
CLC  Redress  Now!  posters,  lettets  to  the  editor, 
op-ed  articles  by  CLC  executive  members  like 


Lubomyr  Luciuk  and  Bohdan  Kordan,  legal  work 
by  Dr.  Orest  Rudzik  and  Alexandra  Chyczyj,  and 
educational  work  with  the  media  and  government 
by  several  members  of  the  executive,  have  all  raised 
this  issue  to  the  degree  that  the  government  of 
Canada  is  now  on  record  as  acknowledging  those 
internment  measures  were  unwarranted  and  unjust 
and  has  indicated  its  willingness  to  negotiate 
redress.  Although  Ottawa's  men  have  been  saying 
much  the  same  sort  of  thing  since  1988,  with  the 
Prime  Ministet  himself  making  two  public 
promises  regarding  redress,  in  1990  (Edmonton) 
and  1992  (Winnipeg),  there  is  work  still  to  be 
done,  primarily  in  negotiating  the  terms  of  any 
redress  settlement  and  acknowledgment.  So  still 
headed  by  John  Gregorovich,  assisted  by  Lubomyr 
Luciuk  (Director  of  Research),  Alexandra  Chyczyj 
(Chair,  Legal  Committee)  and  several  others  like 
Drs.  Oleh  Romanyshyn,  O.  Rudzik  and  B.  S. 
Kordan,  the  CLC  is  now  preparing  to  enter  into 
final  negotiations  with  Ottawa  over  how  best  to 
secure  acknowledgement  and  redress.  That  effort 
is  expected  to  be  resolved  before  the  end  of  1993, 
that  is  before  the  next  federal  election. 

This  redress  campaign  was,  in  its  entirety,  con- 
ceived and  carried  out  from  the  mid-1980's  until 
the  end  of  1992  by  the  Redress  Committee  of  the 
CLC,  perhaps  surprisingly  without  much  encour- 
agement from  the  national  executive  of  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Congress  (UCC).  Alrhough 
the  CLC's  independent  mandate  was  reconfirmed 
during  the  15th  and  1 6th  national  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  assemblies  in  Winnipeg,  and  not 
changed  during  the  17th  national  congress  this 
past  October,  some  representatives  of  the  self- 
styled  "Big  Five"  organizations  within  the 
Congress  have  sporadically  attempted  to  micro- 
manage  the  CLC's  activities  from  afar,  failing  to 
do  so  largely  because  they  do  not  possess  the  expe- 
rience or  capabilities  required  by  anyone  wishing 
to  work  professionally  in  contemporary  Canadian 
society. 

Unfortunately,  the  undemocratic  nature  of  a 
Congress  executive  still  hobbled  by  the  crippling 
legacy  represented  by  its  1940  vintage,  essentially 
government  imposed  infrastructure,  an  internal 
organizarion  in  which  unanimity  (conformity)  is 
insisted  upon  over  flexibility  and  performance,  has 
sporadically  interfered  with  the  CLC's  work  on 
behalf  of  all  Ukrainian  Canadians.  Most  recently, 
the  Congress  executive,  headed  by  Oleh 
Romaniw,  working  behind  closed  doors,  attempt- 
ed, unconstitutionally,  to  disband  the  CLC,  just  as 
the  redress  campaign  entered  a  crucial  and  delicate 
phase  of  negotiations  and  some  sectors  within 
Canadian  society  again  began  raising  the  war 
crimes  issue.  Attempts,  initiated  by  the  CLC  in  an 
effort  to  resolve  these  difficulties  through  face-to- 
face  negotiations  leading  to  reconciliarion,  had  not 
been  fruitful  as  of  early  1993.  Whatever  the  out- 
come of  those  meetings,  a  new  body,  the  Ukraini- 
an Canadian  Civil  Liberties  Association  (UCCLA) 
has  now  assumed  the  mandate  and  responsibilities 
held  by  the  CLC  over  the  past  seven  years.  The 
Association's  officers  will  continue  to  represent  the 
community's  interests  on  issues  ranging  from  war 
crimes  to  affirmative  action  to  redress  and  do  so 
without  regard  to  regional,  political,  religious  or 
generational  prejudices.  It  must  be  underscored 
that  this  Association  represents  no  threat  to  the 
Congress,  nor  should  the  Association's  existence 
be  misrepresented  as  fostering  any  "fragmenta- 
tion" of  Ukrainian-Canadian  society.  But  what 
the  Congress  does  (sic!)  from  now  on,  is  simply,  of 
no  particular  interest.  The  stale  rhetoric,  organiza- 
tional nepotism,  anti-democraric  tendencies  and 
unaccountability  of  the  Congress  ate  of  the  past 
and  are  no  longer  acceptable  to  the  majority  of 
Canada's  Ukrainians.
